the generation of evil doers,which juſtified chemſelves,ſaying,. 
God was their Father, while they were doing theDivels work, 
as the ſame generation do at this day, who owns his Name, 
but deny his nature, calling themſelves Chriſtians, bur per» 
ſecute his life where it is made manifeſt to deſtroy the works 
of the Divel ; have the workers of wniquity 1 knowledge, who eat up 
my people as they eat brean? Pſalm. 14. 4 Nays they being from: 
thelight of Chriſt, that which gives the true knowledge of 
God; how can they know Him, or his Son, or his Servants? 
No man knoweth the Sun but the F ather,, nenher knoweth any man the 
F ather ſave the Sor, an4 he to whom the Son will reveal him, Mat.11. 
27. here you may plainly ſee there 1s no true knowledge of 
God, but by the revelation of the Son, the Father by the 
callof his grace ( which appeareth to all men) bringeth (alva- 
tion to all-that are obedient to his heavenly call, by the re- 
velation of his Son in them, and the Son being revealed with-

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this-grace is a ſpiritual free gift, that is come upon all men,

ing in thy own tradition, and dodrine of the Devil ; and as

_o 14.15 if thoukeepnot his Commandments: For 
me 15+10 8 his ſervants andMiniſters did, 1. obs 3. 22. 
And whatſoever we ash of him we receive,becauſe we keep bis Commands 
ment, and do thoſe things that are pleaſing in his ſight: (which was 

not to doſin,) which thou pleadeſt for, that was not pleaſin 
in his {ight, neither isitnow 3 but on the contrary thole ſhal 
know his diſpleaſure which abide in it, and plead for it : 
And how can they profit the pecple , when they put them to 
war, andtell them they ſhall never overcome? This is con= 
trary to the Apoſtle John the true Miniſter , for he bare Teſti- 
mony in his Epiſtle, ſaying, I have w-itten unto you young men, 
becauſe you are jtrong , and the Word of God abideth in yu, and ye 
have overcome the wicked one, 1 John 2.14.

Lord knows is the deſire of my Soul : however I am clear of 
thy blood , whether thou hear or forbear, for thy unbelief 
ſhall not make void the Faith of thoſe which believe the Pro. . 
miſe of God, and witneſs it true, who is the ſameto us , as 
to them of whom the Spirit of God gave Teſtimony, which 
were his Saints, and that they kepe the Commands of God, and 
the Faith of Feſus, Rev. 14.12. Which thou haſt denied (war 
or ever can be kept in this life; ) and (o/art in oppoſicion againſt 
his Saints, and their Faith , taking part with the Dragon, 
and pleading for his kingdom,and joining with him in batte], 
making war againſt the ſeed or the Woman , which keep the 
Commands of God . and have the Teſtimony of Fefus © Revel. 12. i7. 
Which Teſtimony thou haſt not, but art ſeeking ro eſtabliſh a+ 
falſe Teſtimony of Jeſus and his ſervants, to wit, that none 
of them ever were perfe& and freefrom lin in this life, 

And ſecondly, This zueſtion 1 asked thee before many wit= 
neſſes; Whetherthe Apoſtles of Chriſt didever believe they 
ſhould attain toperfeQon in this life, yea or nay ? nd thou ane 
ſwered;t that they d:d not believe they ſhoul13bilt affirmed they were none 
of them perf.@, nei;her could they, nor any others artain it here, which. 
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doGrine I denyed, and bers [ ſhall fpeak more to the thing,as- 
the Lord orders it, in anſwer to thy reply, 

Firft, 1 believe, and bear Teſtimony, and in the Light of 
Chritt tee them to be in the true taith, which gave chem vifto- 
ry (to wit the Apoſtles of Chrift ) over fin, the World, the 
fleſh, and the Divel, and perfe&ed them for ever, through 
the ſanEification of the ſpirit, and the word of God which a- 
bode in them, and their bodies were the Temple: of the holy Ghojt, and 
they were come to Mount Sion, and unto the City of the living God , the 
heavenly Jeruſalem , into which City there can no unclean 
thing enter; and they ſaid we which pave believed do enter, Heb. 
3. Now he that believerh not, cannot enter, for by a living 
faith, entrance 18 given 3 which the Apoſtles had,and did en- 
ter; and did not thoſe Iraclites which believed not, fall ſhort 
of Carers, whoſe carcaſes tellin the Wildernefſe, 
whichis left us upon record, to beware of unbe- 
lief; Is not the paſſage from Egypr into Canaa'a figure or tipe 
of the ſpiritual paſſage of be Saints in light, mto their inheri- 
rance,the heavenly feruſalemand City of God ? If it be, conli- 
der whether it be tobe done and performed here or hereaf- 
ter; ſaith not the Holy Gholtz'o day if ye will hear hjx voice, harden 
wr your hearts? and doth not he harden his heart, which re- 
fuſeth to hear the Lords voice ? which calleth upon men eve- 
1y where to repent,and turn to the Lord from the evil of their 
doings, which if they refuſe to do, (as the [ſraelrtes did jſay- 
ing that we are not able to overcome our enemies, the inha- 
bitancs of the land, are the Sons of Anack, and 
they are ſtronger then we, and their Cities walled 
and very great, and io brought an evil report of 
the good land (as thou haſt done) and did not they , .and 
thoſe that believed them, Fall ſhort in the wilderneffe,(as they 
donow?) and isnot their plea the ſame now in this day of 
the Lord, in which he is calling all to repentance, and to 
depart from all iniquity and lin ? doth not thou and 
they. by thy falſe reporo , plead it is impoſſible to over- 
come tin, or be made free from it here ? telling them a lye, 
ſaying, 161; nene ever were. nor ſhai be made free here, and ſo keep 
their covenant with Hell and death for term of life, and 
ſerve {in while they live, and then be perfe&t when they =_ 
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Ga no longer?this was thy own confeſſion, whenT demangdedof 
thee where perfe&ion was,or when it was to be attained rozand 
thy anſwer was,'hat it was when the ſoul and body def arted thus lie, 
or at the ai(ſolution of the bady ; Oh the great blindnels, darkneſs 
and ignorance of (uch as deny the true lighc, and can ſee no 
otherwiſe, but chat Chriſt gave a command to his Diſciples 
which was to be kept, when the ſoul departs from the body ; 
when men can fin no longer ; OV oiſer! is this thy perfe&tion? 
what haſt chou been doing all chis while ? beating che air, ga- 
cthering people together, making them believe they are the 
Church of God,which is the body of Chriſt, and yer cannor 
ceaſe from {in in every particular member?art not thuuaſham- 
ed of this body ofthy own making,begorten in thy own will , 
and brought forth intby own image,and likenels,and brought 
up in thy own do@rine & will-worthip,and doſt chou call cheſe 
the body of Chriſt ? what a body haſtthou prepared for luch a 
head? wilt thou make him a monſter,the head to be in God,and 
the body to ſerve the Divel for term of life?and then when they 
can finnolonger, to keep his commandsand be perfe& when 
the ſoul departs from the body; my ſoul pittieth choſe poor 
ſouls thus deceived by thy windy dofGtrine, ever learning, and 
neverable tocometothe knowledge of thetruth;but the Lord 
1s riſen to deliver the honeſt hearted, out of the ſnare of the 
Divel,& out of the mouths of all falſe ſhepherds,who plead for 
fin term of life; Knoweſt thou not,that ro whom ye yeeld your 
ſelves ſervancs to obey , his ſervants yeare to whom ye obey 
whether of fin unto death,or of obedience unto righteouſnels? 
Row, 6.16. andart thon not aſhamed to call the ſervants of 
ſfin,the Church of God,and body of Chriſt? Now  - 
it appeareth that thou art cating and drinking un- ?7/-3-15. 
worthily, not diſcerning the Lords body which is 5,535 
holy ; | neither the Church which is in God, which ET 
is the pillar and ground of the eruth, holy and without blame 
before him in love, who were members of his body, of his 
fleſh, and of his bones, he being holy, harmlefſe, undefiled, 
ſeparatefrom ſinners, and made higher then the Heavens,and 

rfe&ed for evermore; and wilt thou dare to joyn a {inful, 
1imperfe&t body, which cannot ceaſe frem (in ſo long as they 


live, to this glorious and perfeft head ? Nay thou cannot, oy

he is ſeparate from ſinners; Now I onely accuſe thee in parti- 
cular of fin and evil in life and do@rine, but others who are 
called chy people or Church that believe thee, and live in fin, 
which thou doſt maintain them in,forterm of life : If chey a= 
bide in thy dof&rine, they cannot bea holy people, nor the 
Church of God ; for thou being in deeeic thy ſelf, muſt needs

art ontof the faith which reſpe&&s no mans perſon,and 

'T- being out of the faith, cut ofrheChurch of God, which 

he hath cholento himſelf, a royal Prieſthood, a holy Naticn,a 
peculiar people,to ſhew forth the praiſe of him who hath called 
them out of darknefle into his marvellous light. 

Again in this doCtrine ofthine, thou haſt belyed the Apo- 
les. andſervants of Chriſt, in ſaying, they were not perfe&- 
ly freed from fin in this life;zwhen as the teſtimony of chem in 

Qthe Scriptures is againſt thee, for they witnefled the old man 
crucified, Row.6. E.knowing this, that our old man is crucified 
with him,that the body of lin might be deſtroyed, & Pau ſaid, 
I am crucified with Chriſt. Neverthelefle, I live, yet not I, 
but Chriſt liveth in me, and thelife which I now live in the 
fleſh (Mark, in the fleſh) I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
Gal.,2. 20. which was out of fin, the life of the juſt which lives 
by faith, and they that are Chriſts, have crucifhed (mark 
have crucifed )the fleſh with the affe&ions and luſts, Ga/.5.24. 
for he that is dead, (being crucified in the tleſh) is freed from 
ſin, Rom. 6,7. how thall we that are dead to fin, live any lon- 
g-r therein, Rom. 6.2, and he thatſufferedin thefleſh, (mark, 
hath ceaſed from fin, 1 Fer, +. 1. Now I haveclearly proved,that 
the Apoltles and other believers were crucified, and ſuffered 

in the fleſh, and ſo ceaſed from fin, thar they no 

longer ſhall live the reſt of their time in the fleſh

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will of God, even your GnAtkcation, Theſ. 4. 3- fonowthon

Thirdly, Allo Idemanded of thee, whether the Apoſtles Mi- 
niſtry was not for the _—, of the Saints, and whether 
by their Miniſtry they perfe&ed any in this life; ro which thou 
didſt anſwer, nay, and to this purpoleT replyed; that if they

they miniſtred in vain, if they were 

ſens out. to do that which per Sao —_ wy py 

be done,they loſt their labour:and were 

there not (uch a thing to be attained unto here , they ſhould 
have dea!t deceitfully to have preſt men after it,and pray that 
God ſhould make their hearers ſo } Now ſee what this do- 
&rine of thine leads to, Doth it not deny che work of the 
Spirit of God , (of which they were able Miniſters) which 
is to ſanftifie, and make as many as were led by it, free from 
fin, and partakers of Gods holinefſe ? Now I ſhall prove that 
there were ſome ſanQihed by the ſpirit, throngh the Apoltles 
Miniſtry, 1 Cor: 1. 2. Unto the Church of God which is at Corinth, 
ts them that are (Mak, are) ſanciified in Chriſt Feſus, 1 Cor. 5. 
11. And ſuch were ſome of you ; but ye are waſhed, (Mark) but ye 
are ſanitified, but ye are juſtified in the Name of the Lord Jeſus , and 
by the Spirit of our God ani their bodies were the members 

of Cbriff, and the Temples of the Holy Ghoſt, and the ' Cir 6, 15. 
Apoſtle ſpake wiſdom among them that are per- 13.27.6.15. 
fect, 1 Gor. 2.6 but thou meaſuring their Miniſtry by th 
own, which is but of the letter, art ignorant of theirs, which

And further, to the clearing of this,I ſay, that 
Gal 3. 16. the ſeed which the promiſe is to,is Chriſt the ſeed 
of God, and this ſeed is ſpiritual and immorta], and of the 
nature of God which is divine; and if the ſeed be the nature of 
God, can the birth of that ſeed be any other? for that which i

Formerly 
I have looked upon thee to be ſomething, and thought I was 
ſomething my lelf as tothe life of God ; but when came in- 
to his pure Light, ic ſhewed me what I was, and wherel was, 
and as I may ſay, building Zion with the ſtones of - Babylon :bud 
when I came tothe true foundation, the Rock of ages, to the 
Maſter-builder, the Corner-ftone , then was all my building 
overthrown, and I made to witnels, that where rhe Loyd began

therefore prize thy time, and turn from thy deceit and falſe 
accuſations, into that which is true, and is nolye, and 
leadeth into all truth , and that is the hearty delire of my 
Soul thou may do; From one of the leaſt among many Bre-
